Washington, May 7 —The War 
Department announced to-day that 
order* had been aent out for the 
raising of nine regiment* of engi¬ 
neer* for duty at the earliest pos- 
Kible moment on the communication 
line* in Franc*.

“Elsewhere along the line there U little newi of Importance,’’ 
the correspondent adds, “bnt the British gnas through daylight and 
darkness continue to pound the German positions. These positions 
being only improvised and very different in defensive qualities from 
the old permanent front out of which the British have driven the Ger¬ 
mans. the enemy’s losses are steadily mounting to an appalling total. 

"It is satisfactory to know, furthermore, that these losses are 
being inflicted upon the best troops now left to the enemy, for he is 
throwing in his most war-worthy divisions in his desperate effort to 
arrest the British offensive. < 


British Headquarters in French, Hay 7.—(From a Staff Corre 
spondent of the Associated Press.)—British troops have pushed their 
way well within the town of Bullecoort. Hand-to-hand fighting has 
developed there. 

Be sewed fighting broke out about BnHecoart to-day. The Brit¬ 
ish troops who had boon holding positions south end east of the vil¬ 
lage, where they had been violently attacked during the last four 
days, moved forward just before dawn in a general attack upon the 
village itself.

Four British and French aeroplanes 
were brought down yesterday on lha 
western front. 

An Admission. 

A tremendous thrust by French 
forces on a front of nearly twenty- 
two miles In an effort to break through 
the Oerman line on the Atllette- 
Craonne front on Saturday proved en¬ 
tirely futile, army headquarters an¬ 
nounced last night.

The rank of VIce-AdmirAl has been 
conferred upon Rear-Admiral W. Os¬ 
wald Story, Admiral Superintendent of 
the Esquimau naval station. Official 
word of Vktt^Admiral Story's promo- 
tlbii la the senior service was received 
h«we on Saturdny. 

The V'lce-Admlral was actively Iden¬ 
tified with the Brttiah Navy from 1871 
up to 1912, when he wuh ptacol on the 
retired lift and aubaequently came to 
Canada to make hla home at Guelph, 
Uni¬ 
on the outbreak of war with Ger¬ 
many Vice-Admiral 8tory 1 offered his 
service* to the Dominion Government 
and hla services were accepted. 

He waa ordered to the Pacific coast 
to take ovef the command of the Bs- 
qulmnlt Dockyard and arrived here on 
October JO, 1914, to take up hla official 
duties. 

Vice-Admiral' Hti»ry la a natlra of 
Hlhgrield, County Cavan. Ireland. He 
was with the Perak Expedition In the 
Malay Peninsula us « midshipman; 
served in Egypt In 1882. As commander 
he waa with H.M.S early, and as 
captain he was at dtfferent times with 
H M.M. Narcissus. H M.H. Grafton and 
H M.8. Cumlterland. He olao served 
am captain aboard the battleships MM. 
8. Canopus and London. During hla 
period of service with H.M.S. Cumber¬ 
land he was made an officer of the 
Legion of Honor by the President of 
the French Republic, and also had the 
Spanish naval Order of Merit con¬ 
ferred upon him by the King of Spain. 


A message expressed in the roost 
eloquent and Inspiring of terms was 
that delivered by Major Gem Id W. 
Mirks, superintendent of tha Y.M.C.A. 
military work oversea*, ami Capt. W. 
A. Cameron, hla right-hand man In 
the cause at the Cltlxena* luneheofi held 
to-day In .the Kmprcoa Hot«L The 
story which these men ar* bringing to 
the country In two-fold lit Its nature, 
and la represented by the individual 
tulent of the two speakers. Major 
Hirka la a business man and deals 
with the executive phuae of the situa¬ 
tion, laying special stress on the finan¬ 
cial aspect of the enormous task which 
the Canadian Association Is carrying 
on. His partner, Capt. Cameron, de¬ 
votes himself to the portraying of the 
manhood and Individual life of the 
Canadian soldier. 

In giving a brief outline of the Y.M. 
OVA. military work overseas during the 
past twelve months. Major Blrks said: 
"In order to Impress upon you the 
value of the Y.M.C.A. to our boys in 
the trenches I need-only say that Sir i 
Douglas Haig has publicly stated that 
the services rendered by the Associa¬ 
tion are Invaluable. 

Trusted by Authorities. ' 

"One year ago," continued the speaker, 
"we had seven centres In Europe from 
which we worked with only seventeen 
officers. To-dky-we have almost fifty 
centres and fifty-thre# officers. The 
service which we render to the boys la 
such that on several occasions when 
only the Imperial authorities were 
aware of the changes that were to be 
made, we were Informed, and when Ihe 
' troops arrived at their new posts the 
Y.M.C.A. hut was there to receive them. 

I may state that a case such as this 
occurred at the Homme, where, thanks 
to the foreword'Which we received we 
were able to establish ourselves before 
the men appeared." 

, In Front Line. 

Continuing, the speaker called atten¬ 
tion to the fart that much of the work 
la done right In the first line, where 
ourlng the cold of last winter the Y.M. 
C.A. distributed some 2,000,900 cups of 
cocoa tq the men as they came from 
the trenches. In the latest fighting 
which took place at Vlmy Ridge the 
Association workers were right In the 
lines and gave the boys the refresh¬ 
ment which they required to sustain 
them under the storm of shot and shell 
which met them at every hand. 

A* a practical Illustrations of the 
esteem In which the Y. M. C, A. is 
held by the soldiers the speaker cited 
a case In which a battalion was re¬ 
turning to a billet only a few hours 
before their kitchen had been blown 
up. And to their great surprise they 
beheld a T. M. C. A. hut on the Iden¬ 
tical spot. In chararteristic style a 
Tommy In the front rank turned to his 
comrades and shouted. "I gay, lads, 
here's the bloody Y.M. by Jove, they're 
all right." 

Practical Work. 

Last year the authorities of the In¬ 
stitution gave away 930.000 worth of 
letter paper and It is expected that the 
sum of |4»,nui will be expended this 
season. Wherever It la possible' the 
milltAry authorities permit the ajwocl- 
atlon officials to take men from the 
ranks for the purpose of giving con¬ 
certs, and continued the speaker. "1 
cannot describe to you the soothing 
and restful effect of a chorus of male 
voices on the shattered and restless 
nerves of the men as they come from 
their period of trench life. It Is the 
mean* 1 believe, of saving many of 
them." 

Capt. W. A. Cameron. 

• The subject of Capt. Camsron's ad¬ 
dress was. "The Challenge of the Men 
on Active Service to the Men Who 
Serve at Home.’-’ "This challenge," 
saM the speaker, "la of a threefold 
nature; it Is a responsibility to ths 
past, to the men who have already 
given their lives; to the present, to the 
men who are to-day defying death In 
the trenches of France and Belgium; 
and to the future, to the men who will 
return to their homeland when the 
conflict Is ended." 

Referring to the post. Capt. Cam¬ 
eron told of the sacrifice which the 
boys who have been killed have Tflade. 
Th.-v not only have given their ser¬ 
vice* to the Empire and to liberty, but 
they have been called upon to pay the 
anpreme sacrifice which can be asked 
of man. In the prime of Ilfs, when all 
about them la love and hope they have 
glvon that which youth holds most 
desr. The part which these men have 
played cannot be allowed to have been 
accomplished In vain. The work which 
they have so nobly contributed to must 
not be permitted to have been wrought 
In vain. 

The captain - cited and recalled to 
view some of the gallant deed* which 
are moulding t'anadlsn history on the 
battlefield* of France to-day. While 
they are engaged In *o great a work 
there I* the constant need of protec¬ 
tion and care for those whom they 
have left behind. A duty confronts 
every man and woman who la to-day 
In Canada, a duty which demands that 
they prepare both them selves and their 
country for the soldiers who will. In 
the near future. It la hoped, return to 
the land which they left to defend.

Franca, May 7.—(By Ike Canadian 
Overseas Correspondent.> —-^ht* lieu¬ 
tenant-general commanding ifhA Cana¬ 
dian Corps has sent out the fodogrlng 
message to the officers and* men un¬ 
der his command: 

.“The brilliant operations during the 
past month, culminating^ in the cap¬ 
ture of Arleux snd FreAnoy. seem to 
give me the opportunity of expressing 
to all ranks the pride I feel In com¬ 
manding the Canadian Corps.

tire from some point on the enemy** 
front. The German lines are even 
more exposed to our retaliation from 
Vimy Kidga but the conditions will 
be still better when hi* guns can lie 
smashed. So ail day. In swirls of gas 
and smoke the Canadian gunners ham¬ 
mer away, by doing so they force tbs 
enemy to divide his attention between 
our trenches and gun posit ion*, thus 
improving the conditions for the U>fan- , 
try.
